Commencing' his stealings with the 


accounts of other banks, Griffin finally 
mulcted this one alone. His system 
was to put in false tickets for tele- 
graphic transfers of money. When 
the Omaha bank at last called for a 
settlement he saw the case was a hope- 
less one, and required a desperate rem- 
edy, forgetting that while his plau 
made that Omaha account all straight 
it left the Chicago institution cash ac- 
count short to the amount taken.

That Petition. 


People who profess to be very good 


and very honest ought to be exceed- 
ingly careful how they make accusa- 
tions against others. 


Last Monday evening a petition bear- 


ing several hundred names was pre- 
sented, to the city council praying that i 


bo ly to submit to the votes of the city 
at the naxt city election.* a proposition 
for and against licensing dramshops. 
The council referred the matter to the 
ordinance committee, and now some 
over-zealous people are abusing the 
council for its action and alleging that 
it slapped 800 voters in the face by its 
action. 


This is entirely unfair, and upon its 


face looks as if somebody were trying 
simply to work a scheme for some pur- 
pose other than that prayed for in the 
petition. Those who attempt to reflect 
upon the council ought to be certrin 
they knew what they intended to do and 
did it right. If they don't know this 
they ought not attack the city council 
The person or persons who contemplat 
petitioning a council in a matter of thi 
kind, should know how to get up a pe 
tition and when to do it according t< 
law.' The council meeting was 14 day 
before the election. The law require 
the city clerk to post notices 20 days be 
foie the day of election proclaiming to 
the people what they are called upon t 
vote for. These notices had been postec 
6 days before the petition was presentee 
and no matter what the council migh 
desire, it was not within its power to 
put a new proposition on the postec 
notices. 
' Then again the "form of the petition 
was misleading and would have been 
fatal to any desire to put it on a tickel 
The petition asked the council to sub 
mit to the voters the following proposi 
tion: 


For licensing dramshops. 
Against licensing dramshops. 
The Australian ballot law provides 


only for placing a proposition on a bal 
lot affirmatively, 
and the foregoing 


proposition is stated both afflirmatively 
and negatively, which is'not admissable 
and if there had been time to legally 
submit the matter the council would 
have been compelled to guess how the 
petitioners wanted it stated. It vvoulc 
have to be stated in one of the follow 
ing ways. 


Pioposition to license dramshops. 
The proposition is then arranged on 


the ballot so that the voter, by making 
a cross, can vote yes or no on the propo 
sition. 


The other form of the proposition 


would be1 


Piopo&ition to grant no license to 
dramshops. 


This would ae arranged so the voter 


could vote for or against the propositon 
hy making a cross. 


A petition would therefore have to be 


so written as to designate the form in 
which the proposition should appear on 
the ballot. 
These are legal facts that 


t seems those who were interested in 
circulating the petition, and who are 
attacking the city council, ought to 
have known, and they ought to be suffi- 
cient to cause criticisms upon their own 
stupidity rather than upon the action 
of the council. People ought to have 
some i egard for fairness.

SEAITLE, Wash., April 4.—A special 


from New Whatcom, at the upper end 
of the sound, announces a disaster late 
Tuesday afternoon, in which four or 
more lives were lost in Belliugham 
bay 
A small steamer, the Buckeye, 


which carries freight and passengers 
between New Whatcom and Friday 
Harbor island, was on her return trip 
to the former place when overtaken 
by a severe windstorm. The Buck- 
eye, 
after touching- at 
the Ana- 


cortes, started northward 
through 


Paditla bay, loaded 
with

stock, hay. etc., and

five 


passengers in addition to her captain 
and crew of four men. The force of 
the g-ale gave the little vessel a heavy 
list, and about 3 o'clock, half an hour 
from the dock at Anacortcs, a huge 
wave swept on board and flooded the 
cabin. The vessel apparently being 
about to founder, all the passengers 
made their escape through the cabin 
windows to the upper side of the deck 
with the exception of a Mr. Katzman, 
whom the survivors think must have 
perished by drowning, as he was too 
corpulent to get throug-h the windows, 
the only means of egress.

LAYING TRAWL'LINES. 


Sometimes n Mllo lu Length, Stretched 


Along* on the Bottom. 


Trawl lines, says the New York Sun, 


are laid along the bottom and kept in 
position by an anchor at each end 
They are usually set for codfish or had' 
dock. They may be from 350 to 500 foot 
long. Hooks on very short pieces oi 
line, so that they remain close to the 
[bottom, are placed six feet apart along 
ithe trawl line. On each of those short 
lines, to keep the hook afloat, there is a 
cork, which is held in place by a knot 
lin the line above and below. At each 
tend a line runs up to the surface of the 
water, where a buoy is attached to it. 
!By means of these buoys the fisherman 
is enabled to identify and locate his 
trawl lines when he goes to take them 
up. 


In picking1 up trawl lines two men 


start at one end in a dory. Whew they 
iave pulled up one anchor and have got 
one end of the line one man pulls the 
dory along- over it, while the other picks 
the line up and takes off the fish. Then 
the line is reset or taken back to the 
fishing vessel. 


Sometimes trawl linos are joined to- 


gether end to end, making practically

staple lines of great length; in this man' 
ner there are sometimes laid lines a, mile 
ilong. Sometimes in bad weather trawl 
lines are laid out from Jhe fishing vessel 
in lines like the ribs of a fan, lessening 
the dangers incident to taking' them up 
'by reducing1 as far as possible the dis' 
tance from the vessel.

The woman was very light, weighing 
only about 100 pounds, and he had no 
.difficulty in carrying the remains. 


There was a car passing down Sixth 


•veuue as ho walked out of the door 
of the tenement house and he boarded 
it, stopped on the front platform, un- 
-4w .the confident expectation that it 
:'?*IPB Koingr to ono of the ferries. No 
one noticed his bundle, and the car 
proceeded down Sixth avenue to Wav- 
«rly place. It turns there and stops, 
and the murderer was perplexed what 
to do. As the horses were turned 
round and switched to the other 
platform of 
the car, he 
picked 


up his bundle and 
stepped into 


the street. Not knowing what to 
do 
he 
walked 
across 
to 
the 


front of the New York Bank Note Co.'s 
building and rested his bundle on the 
railing. Either he did not hold it fast 
or WHS only too anxious to let it fall 
anywhere. At any rate it over-bsl-, 
anced, according to the story of the 
detectives, and fell into the space be- 
tween the railing and the building. 
Ctosar dared not attract attention by 
climbing after it, so he walked away 
from the spot, returning home. 


It was not later than 8:45 o'clock. 


TThere was plenty of people about, and 
within a few yards men and women 
•were shopping and transacting their 
business. No one noticed the negro or 
the fall of the bundle, however, and 
the body remained there for nine hours 
before discovery. Ctesar is believed to 
have reached home before 10 o'clock. 
He at once sat down and wrote a decoy 
letter to the police describing the mur- 
der, which, he said, had been com- 
mitted at Eahway, N. J., and telling 
how the body had been brought over 
the ferry in a wagon by two men. He 
dated 
this letter Philadelphia and 


mailed it near by, forgetting that the 
tell-tale postmark would show that it 
was posted in New York. This letter 
was received by the police and was the 
source of all the numerous false clues 
upon which the detectives at first got 
astray. 


Ctesar slept in his rooms that night. 


Sunday/he rose early, washed the 
bloodstained cleaver as well as he 
could and returned it to his friend. 
Then he burned everything he could 
find that belonged to the dead woman. 
When the detectives visited the house, 
however, they found a half burned 


• rnjf. an umbrella handle, some hair 
pias. and bloodstains half erased every- 
where. 


Oesar told his neighbors that his 


"wife" had gone to Washington'and 
would not return for some time. He 
was so cool and pleasant that no one 
suspected him. Only once was he 
questioned as to his proceedings be- 
torfe the woman was identified 
and 


the whole history of 
the crime 


came out. • The one exception 
oc- 


curred on the Sunday when he was 
destroying by fire the relics of his 
•rime. So much smoke and so carious 
mn odor arose from the flames that the 
KUeution of a woman living on the 


floor above was attracted. She came 
down stairs and asked Csesar if his 
room was afire. Th? door was locked 
' and the miirdirer refused to opett It, 


he called out in reply that ho had only 
been kindling a fire with damp wood. 


Monday and Tuesday Ctesar worked 


at the store as usual and the crime re- 
mained a mystery. Late on Tuesday 
night, however, the murdered woman 
was identified and Ctesar was found by 
some reporters and questioned as to 
his mistress' whereabouts. 
He mani- 


fested surprise and fright, but replied 
that she was in Washington and he 
had received a letter from her. 


Yesterday he was taken to 
the 


morgue, but denied that it was the 
body of Mary Martin. In the mean- 
time, however, the police had visited 
his rooms and found innumerble evi- 
dences of the crime. 


Csesar was as arrested about midday. 


After interviews with Supt. Byrnes, 
which lasted three hours, Cmsar ut- 
terly lost his nerve. 
It is believed 


that he confessed everything to the 
superintendent. 


GROWING SERIOUS. 


WILL RESULT 
IN 
LYNCHING. 


Charges That the Tttytor Jarorn Have 


Been Bribed to Find (or Defendant). 
CAKKOLLTON, Mo., April 3.—Argu- 


ment in the Taylor case was con- 
cluded at 9:i8 o'clock last night. Then 
Juryman James Creel said that the 
jury members were worn out and 
needed rest, and the twelve retired 
with the understanding that they 
would take no ballots until this morn- 
ing. 


This morning the jnry began ballot- 


ing, but up to this evening had not 
reached a verdict. The rumor is cur- 
rent that ten of the jurymen .have 
voted for conviction from the first bal- 
lot, and two for acquittal. 


The people are indignant and ex- 


cited. The court house square since 
early morning has been filled with 
groups of men, every one of them in- 
dignant that a verdict of guilty was 
not found on the first ballot. 


If the Taylors have a friend or sym- 


pathizer in Carrollton he is in hiding, 
This morning John Horning, an old 
German farmer, who lives twelve miles 
northeast of Carrollton, came here and 
held a conference with Prosecutor 
Breshen and Maj. Mullins. He was on 
the panel of forty jurors drawn Satur- 
day preceding the trial from which 
the twelve men were chosen to try the 
case. Charles Dickinson, his neigh- 
bor, 
w.as also on the panel, and Horn- 


ing says Dickinson told him this story: 


"After I was drawn on the panel 


and had returned to my room to await 
the beginning of the trial, I was ap- 
proached by Frank Yehle, another 
member of the panel, who offered me 
$7.iO if I would agree to hang the jury. 
He said he had accepted §750, and 
agreed to vote for acquittal, and had 
been authorized to secure other ju- 
rors for acquittal. 
I refused the of- 


fer, and he said he would go up and 
see Barney Hudson. 


When Attorneys Breshen and Mul- 


lins heard this story they telephoned 
to Sydney Miller, prosecuting attorney 
of Carroll county, who lives at Nor- 
borne, to come at once to Carrollton 
and call a special grand jury to inves- 
tigate the alleged jury bribing. 


Judge Eucker will be asked to sum- 


j mon a grand jury panel, and 
the 


' charges of jury bribing will be laid be- 


fore it before the week is over. 


Prosecutor Breshen said to a United 


Press reporter to-day that he and his 
associates on the prosecution had posi- 
tive information before the trial begun 
that men had been given money by 
representatives of the Taylors to bribe 
jurors. Knowing these facts, he felt 
as though he was talking to » stone 
wall when he pleaded for justice last 
right 


The names of the men connected 


with the whole transaction are known 
and the charges against them will be 
laid before the grand jury. 


There is not a business man in Car- 


rollton that has a doubtof the guilt of 
the Taylors, and-now that the talk of 
bribery of the jurors is so openly made, 
a verdict of not guilty or a hanged 
jury will result in the lynching of the 
two brothers. 


FROM 
HAVANA. 


Fteblie Sympathy for the Inenrjrentil—Put 


Into Havana In Distress. 


NEW YOBK, April 4.—A passenger on 


the steamer Vigillaneia, which ar- 
rived from Havana yesterday, reports 
that at Manzanilla, where he had been 
staying, the sympathy of the inhab- 
itants was all with the insurgents, and 
if the latter would approach the city 
and make a demonstration the whole 
town, would probably readily embrace 
the revolutionary cause. There were 
frequent skirmishes between the in- 
surgents and the Spanish troops, but 
the former were too crafty to risk a 
decisive battle as yet. Their cause is 
apparently gaining strength daily. 


About ten days ago it was reported 


at Manzanilla that the insurgent 
forces were about to invest the town, 
and for a time there was great excite- 
ment; but the rumor was soon traced 
to unreliable sources, and the town 
again became quiet. 


On the Vigillaneia were also six of 


the crew of the Dutch bark Marie, 
which was condemned at Havana. She 
sprang a leak while on a voyage from 
Pensacola for Delfzyl, Holland, and 
put into Havana in distress.

FROM VENEZUELA TO BON&LD GR&HT, 


A Citizen of Faribault, Minn., Materially 


Complicates the* Boundary Dispute 


Between Great Britain and the 


South American Republic. 


WASHINGTON. April 4.—There is a 


great deal more in the news from Fari- 
bault, Minn., of the grant of a conces- 
sion by Venezuela at the mouth of the 
Orinoco than is indicated in the dis- 
patch. This concession 
to 
Donald 


Grant, a wealthy contractor of Ifari- 
bault; W. H. Fisher, late manager of 
the Duluth & Winnipeg railway, and 
J. A. Bowman, a Grand Bapids (Minn.) 
hanker, may become more or less fa- 
mous in the history of the United 
States and Great Britain. It is well 
calculated to bring to an acute stage 
the most 
troublesome 
diplomatic 


question before the 
state depart- 


ment, as 
one 
which, 
as 
stated 


heretofore, has caused the administra 
tion more real concern than the Alli- 
anca affair, the late Guatemalan-Mex- 
ican dispute and other international 
episodes. 
The concession is in the 


territory long in dispute between Ven- 
ezuela and Great Britain, and Ambas- 
sador Bayard for some time has vainly 
striven, in accordance with a resolu- 
tion recently adopted by congress, 
to persuade Great Britain to submil 
the whole dispute to arbitration. 
Great Britain being willing only to ar- 
bitrate beyond what is known as 
the Sehoomberg line. 
There have 


been intimations that the administra- 
tion, in the event of a physical conflict 
over the disputed lands, might deem it 
necessary, in the enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine, to follow up 
the 


moral aid it has tendered to Venezuela 
with 'more substantial and potent 
assistance. The fact that citizens of 
the United States now, by this conces- 
sion, are thrust, so to speak, between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
considerably increases the measure oi 
this government's responsibility. 


Senor Andrade. the Venezuelan min- 


ister at Washington, says he has no 
official confirmation of the grant, bul 
admits that he does not doubt its cor- 
rectness, as it is in line with reports 
that such concessions would be made. 
The land included in the concession is 
the vital point of conflict between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. The 
Orinoco is the great commercial artery 
of South America, running far inlanc 
through Venezuela, Brazil and other 
countries. 
Whoever controls 
the 


mouth of the river, Minister Andrade 
says, will control this commerce. 
Great Britain has taken possession 
Punta Barin, at the mouth, which is 
to the Orinoco what the island o! 
Gibraltar is. to the Mediterranean. 
She has also equipped a naval station 
on the Trinidad island, just off the 
mouth. 


Her claims embrace both banks o) 


the stream at the mouth. It is part oi 
this important strategic territory that 
Venezuela now grants to United States 
citizens. The concession near Trini- 
dad Island is believed to be the island 
of Patos. It is very near to the British 
naval station and particularly rich in 
asphalt. 


The present concession is the m osl 


emphatic declaration of ownership 
Venezuela has made since 1884. In 
that year a concession was made to 
Messrs. Fitzgerald and Turnbull, citi- 
zens of the United States, of part of 
this Orinoco territory. It was about 
to be operated by a United States com- 
pany known as the Manoa company, 
when Great Britain 
entered such 


an 
emphatic 
protest 
that Ven- 


ezuela 
canceled 
the 
concession. 


Since then 
the conflict 
between 


Great Britain and Venezuela has bee n 
waged through diplomatic channels; 
now Venezuela reasserts her rights 
an d turns them over to United States 
citizens. The interesting questions 
thus arise: What steps will now be 
taken to assert her claims? and will 
an endeavor be made to prevent the 
United States syndicate operating its 
concessions? 


THE KEHRES MURDER. 


Arreit of Mrs. Kehrea and Her Suppoied 


Accomplice. 


LAPOBTK, Ind., April 4.—The climax 


in the murder of William Kehres, a 
wealthy farmer, whose body was found 
partially cremated near Elkhart, was 
reached yesterday by the arrest of Gil- 
bert Brown, who is believed to be an 
accessory, and Mrs. Kehres and her 
alleged accomplice, Edward Mosher, 
charged with murder. A lynching is 
feared. 


It is charged that Mrs. Kehres plot- 


ted with Mosher to murder her hus- 
band so that they could get married. 


When Kehres' wife heard the pistol 


shot Sunday night, which is supposed 
to have been a signal to her that the 
crime had been accomplished, she left 
the house and was joined by Mosher. 
Their whereabouts were unknown un* 
til yesterday, when the couple were 
taken int o custody. It, is believed 
that Mrs. Kehres will confess.
